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REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of the 
pending application. The Office Action dated March 8, 2005 has been received and its contents 
carefully reviewed. 

Claims 1-20 are currently pending. Claims 12-20 have been withdrawn from the 
consideration due to an earlier restriction requirement. Reexamination and reconsideration of the 
pending claims is respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-7 and 10-11 under 35 U.S. C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by Yoon (U.S. Patent Application No. US 2004/0008301), and 
rejected claims 8 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yoon in view of 
Sahouani et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,574,044). Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections. 

Claims 1-11 are allowable over the cited references in that the present application claims 
priority to Korean Patent Application No. 2002-39609, filed July 9, 2002, which is before June 
27, 2003, the filing date of Yoon in the United States. To perfect the priority claim, Applicant 
herewith submits a Certified Translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-39609.
